The mention of intercession 
always implies need. Someone 
is in dire straits and finds his 
own resources to be woefully 
Inadequate to meet the situa- 
tion.” Unless another intercedes 
on his. behalf he will go down in 
utter defeat. And this thought 
|was certainly” present in’ tbe | 
mind..of the author of Isa. 53. | 
He Speaks of ‘‘our griefs, our 
sorrows, our transgressions; 
our iniquities.’"’ He reminds us 
that ‘‘all we like sheep have 
gone astray, we have turned | 
every one to his own way.” The | 
work of the Suffering Servant 
must be seen against the back- 
ground of our need. 

- The words used in verse 12| 
jto describe the Servant’s sel 
tivities are ‘significant. ‘‘He 
poured out his soul to death. 
He was numbered with ‘the 
transgressors. He bore the sin 
of many.” All of these. verbs 
describe finished actions.

More Than Meets Eye 

Now there is more here than

many. Intercession involves 
much more than an attitude of 
benevolence. It is much more 
than prayer, though it includes 
prayer. One cannot intercede 
on behalf of another unless he 
is willing to become involved in 
his situation, unless he is will- 
ing to identify himself with this 
person, sharing in his griefs, 
sorrows, and injuries. For true 
intercession involves a way of 
life. One cannot pray interces-

“For the first time in two 
years we are having many op- 
portunities to witness, to cre- 
ate a spirit of good will, and to 
live our Christianity’’. among 
the people of this predominant- 
ly Muslim community, says 
Rev. James E. Hampton,, 
Southern Baptist missionary 
who began Baptist work in 
Tanga in January, 1961. 

Tanga is a port city of ap- 
proximately 40,000 people, at 
least 75 per cent of them Mus- 
lims,-he says. Ngamiani,is the 
most heavily. Muslim - popu- 
lated center in the city: 

Mr. Hampton’s first .efforts 
in Tanga were in this section, | 
but after nine months without 
results he closed the small 
chapel and. concentrated on 
other areas. Ever since, how- 
ever, he has wanted to try 
again in Ngamiani, he says. 

When the idea for the library 
and ‘reading room was conceiv- 
ed, he searched against seem- 
ingly insurmountable obstacles 
for a suitable building. Then 
one day while driving down the 
main street of Ngamiani, he 
and, the station evangelist saw 
a recently vacated. building. 
They found that the owner, 
though a Muslim,:was eager 
to rent the building as long as 
e got his price. ‘‘This was the 
en door we had sought, right 
im the heart of the area,” Mr. 
Hampton. says. -
